Enormous Amount of Work Done.

“Considering the enormous amount

The peint of the decision, he said, Is
that the state or in the case of Wash-
ington the Congress, has the right to
make such prohibitive laws against
liquor, its sale and use, as the legisla-
tive powers see fit.

The attorney explained the decision
might have the effect of causing the
former salponkeepers of Washington
to drop their appeal to the District
Court of Appeals from the decision of
Jusztice Gould declaring valid the Shep-
pard act.

The decision certainly strengthens the
finding of the Distriet Bupreme Copurt
that the prohibition law passed by Con-
gress for the District was well within
the legislative power and wvalid, said
the lawyer.
